REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record do not fairly teach in permissible combination the claimed invention, in particular 
the limitations of the last full paragraph of each of the independent claims with the rest of 
the claim limitations. The detector of the prior art is focused on detecting signals in the 
conductor of the cable, and by removing the cable from claim 7, distinguishes over the art 
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of record. In a telephone conversation with Mr. Welte, a terminal disclaimer was 
requested in the instant application based on the 10/775,876 application (see the first 
office action of 09/30/2005). A terminal disclaimer was filed as well as in the narrower 
10/775,876 application. Hence the obviousness double patenting rejection has been 
obviated. MPEP 804.
